APPROACHING ELECTIONS. 


States and Territories hold elections 


ibis year as follows: Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Utah in August; 
Arkansas, Maine and Vermont, in Sep- 
tember; Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Ohio 
and West Virginia, in October; Califor- 
nia, Colorado, Connecticut, Delawari, 
Florida, Illinois, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Texas, Virginia, Wisconsin, Arizona, 
Dakota, Iowa, Montana, New Mexico, 
Washington and Wyoming, in Novem- 
ber.

IJhode Island elect Legislatures; Ken- 
tacky elects a Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
peals in August. United States Senators 
are to be chosen in twenty-six States, 
who wilt take their seats March 4th, 
1883. 


Oeneral liocan'* Edneatlou Bill. 


General Logan appeared before the 


•Committee on Education and Labor 
Friday and made an argument in favor 
of his bill directing an appropriation of 
A portion of the internal revenue re- 
ceipts from the tax on whisky for the 
•benefit of a national school system. He 
reviewed the points made in his speech 
in the Senate npon the introduction of 
•the bill, and presented some special 
•points for the^consideration of the Com- 
anittee. He asked for an early report 
upon the bill. A vote taken this morn- 
ing showed three of the four members 
present favored the measure. There 
'Will undoubtedly be a majority report in 
' favor of the biil, and it will probably be 


presented to the Senate this week, and 
Senator Blair, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee has a speech prepared npon the 
subject, which he expects to deliver this 
Tuesday. Senwor Logan is confident 
that if the b'Al is reported this week, he 
will be ahle to pass it through the Sen- 


session. 


Hon. H. F. Page will not be a candi- 


date for Governor at the approaching 
California Bepublican State Convention. 
He has many letters urging him to be- 
come a candidate, but he emphatically 
declines; as,he desires to be a candidate 
for re-election to the House of Repre- 
sentatives from the Second Congres- 
sional District. Mr. Page feels honored 
in the preference in his behalf; but he 
insists in pursuing the course marked 
out ai above. 


A Portland dispatch states that 1,800 


is the average Republican majority on 
the State ticket. Mr. George will not 
have less than 3,300, the largest majori- 
ty ever given a candidate in Oregon. 
Moody, for Governor, will have about 
1,000 less. The Republicans have the 
Legislature by a certain majority of ten, 
which may be increased by thirteen. 


Townsend, of Ohio, of the Committee 


on Commerce, has prepared a report 
npon the subject of inter-State com- 
merce which he will submit to the House 
as the result of the Committee's delib- 
eration for two months past. It has se- 
lected from a large number of bills the 
one introduced by Mr. Townsend and 
adopted it. The report says: The Com- 
mittee has considered thirteen bills and 
resolutions referred to it, half of which 
provided for statutory regulations upon 
railroads directly, the other half fer the 
formation of a commission which should 
have control of the subject. The inter- 
ests to be considered are enormous. 
There are over 100,000 miles of railroad 
in th» United States, representing in- 
vestments of $2,500,000,000, which in 
1880 carried 250,000,000|tons of freight, 
and gave employment to 410,225 per- 
sona. The interests affected by these 
roads were so diverse that it would be 
impossible to impose regulations upon 
them which would do justice to all 
parties supplying the ocean carrying 
trade. Nearly all routes are brought 
into direct and violent competition with 
Canadian roads, which are unhampered 
by any legislation. 
Consequently, the 


question before the Committse was very 
far-reaching in its effects, and any leg- 
islation which prescribed unalterably 
for the government of these roads, or 
the transaction of any business was dan- 
gerous. No set of laws could possibly 
meet the complications which were pre- 
sented. The report speaks of Reagan's 
Inter-State Commerce bill as among 
the most radical of those [proposing di- 
rect regulations for governing the roads, 
and says that its adoption would work 
great harm to the shipping interest of 
the country. Under it, no fixed rates 
could be mentioned. 


The report tbeu]recommends the pass- 


ing of the bill as amended. It provides 
for a Commission of three men, to be 
selected for their ability, to work with 
salaries at the ratei of $7,500 a year. 
They are to be under the control of the 
Secretary of the Interior. Their busi- 
ness will be to collect testimony in re- 
gard to high rates, overcharges and dis- 
crimination, and to submit them to 
Congress, and to collect facts in regard 
to the roads by which Congress may be 
enabled to legislate intelligently. It 
provides that any and either of the 
Commissioners shall have power ID any 
investigation to summon witnesses, ad- 
minister oaths, take testimony and di- 
rect the production of books aud papers 
and contracts relating to the subject of 
complaint. All Judges of the United 
States District Courts and Circuit Courts 
are directed, either in or out of term 
time, to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses before the Commission. The 
bill further provides that the Board 
shall have power to call on comman car- 
riers for reports of all rates and charges, 
and shall report'to Congress all oases of 
excessive rates and charges and discrim- 
ination that may come within its knowl- 
edge. The Commission is to be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, 
and is to hold offies for five years.

been relocated by Connor's soldiers, 
after overawing tho Indinns who drove 
away the Mormons. It was men from 
White Pino and Pahranagat, however, 
who in 1869 first made it of account. 
Uncle Billy Raymond, in debt at Pah- 
ranagat $70,000 or $80,000, brought a 
five-stamp mill to Bnllionville, bought 
the Burke ground, upon which and 
other ground the Raymond and Ely 
Company was ultimately organized. It 
is said that the Bank of California at 
one time offered him $3,200,000 for 16,- 
000 shares of the company stock (total 
shares then 30,000). He declined (it 
was then sailing at $180 and paying *7 
a share in dividends monthly), and ul- 
timately packed his blankets out of the 
camp, as'he had packed them in. But 
he has not lest heart, and still expects 
to recuperate his fortunes at Pahrana- 
gat or in Arizona. Such is your genuine 
prospector, now a millionaire, now a 
pauper, always with a heart equal to 
auy fate.
